tlexo been. conceded, the whole. 
institution would have fallen un- 
der the control of a group of pro- 
foxsional - trouble-mongers and 
conditions “ resulted which no 
self-respecting officials could 
tolerate. What the Unions 
évidently desired was to secure 
the right of voto in respect of all 
appointmonts or dismissals so far 
as the Chinese staf’ was can- 
cerned, as well. as to take 
over ‘the ‘whole of “tho 
property and funds.
